Multicultural students currently make up 
about 20 percent of UNO’s student body, 
based on figures from the Office of 
Institutional Research. 

One goal of UNO's strategic plan is to 
increase the recruitment and retention of 
multicultural students. A proposal to restruc- 
ture parts of the Division of Student Services 
and rearrange office space in the Milo Bail 
Student Center to create a Cultural Center, 
was presented to the Student Senate at 
Thursday's meeting by Vice Chancellor of 
Student Affairs Mary Mudd The office of 
Multicultural Student Support Services 
would be renamed the Multicultural Affairs 
Office. 

“We believe this plan, this restructuring, 
will help us meet the goals of the strategic 
plan,” Mudd ‘said. “I believe we have been 
remiss in the past by not having multicultur- 
al affairs in a higher position and priority on 
campus.” 

To that end, the proposal would create 
the position of director of Multicultural 
Affairs,.a senior staff position which would 
report directly to the vice chancellor of stu- 
dent affairs. Responsibilities of that position 


would-include community outraach.and.mul-. 


ticultural recruitment and retention. 

“This reorganization structure focuses on 
community outreach as an important task of 
the director of the Office of Multicultural 
Affairs,”.Mudd said.

Student Fees to Increase

An increase to student fees 
for the 2000-2001 academic 
year will be proposed to the 
Board of Regents in April, said 
Mary Mudd, Vice Chancellor for 


Student Affairs at a meeting of - 


the Student Leadership Council 
Friday. 

University Program and 
Facilities Fees, the student 
fees paid each semester, are 
assessed in two ways: flat rate 
and per-credit hour fees up to a 
maximum of 12 hours. 

Fees for the 1999-2000 aca- 
demic year consisted of a $50 

‘flat rate and $7 per credit hour 
up to 12 hours. A full-time stu- 
dent paid $134 in fees last 
semester. 

Starting in Fall 2000, fees 
will increase by $2 to the flat 
rate and 50 cents to the per- 
credit-hour fee. Full-time stu- 
dents will pay $142 each 
semester, an increase of $8. 

“We need these funds in 
order to mest the needs for the 
next year's budget,” Mudd said. 

These needs include a 4.75 
percent increase in profession- 

-~al salaries and a one-time allo- 

cation of $50,000 to Campus 
Recreation to convert four rac- 
quetbali courts into a weight 

-room in the Health, Physical

Education and Recreation 
building. 

The increase in income is 
not entirely because of the fee 
increase; part is due to a pro- 
jected enrollment increase of 
about 1.1 percent. 

Even with the increase, stu- 
dent fees at UNO are “well 
below most of our peers,” Mudd 
said. “Most of them had a per- 
credit-hour fee we did not have 
until the current year ... most 
are above $200.” 

UPFF money is separated 
into Fund A and Fund B money. 

Fund A money, $8 per stu- 
dent in 2000-2001, supports 
Student Government, Student 
Programming Organization and 
the Gateway. The Board of 
Regents has mandated that this 
part of student fees is refund- 
able. Students wishing for a 
refund should fill out the form 
available in the administrative 


offices of the Milo Bail Student 


Center. 

Fund 8B money, which 
includes the entire per-credit- 
hour fee and $14 per student of 
the flat rate, supports such pro- 
grams as Campus Recreation, 
men’s and women’s athletics,

NU Grad Breslow to Challenge

John Breslow formally filed for the District IV 
seat on the University of Nebraska Board of 
Regents Friday, Feb. 25. 

‘Breslow is a graduate of the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln and a former two-term state 
auditor. Since 1979 he has served as chairman 
of the Board of Linweld, a Nebraska-based weld- 
ing supply company. 

“t believe that my business experience, my 
strong fiscal record as state auditor and my life- 
time commitment to the University of Nebraska 
will allow me to bring positive leadership to the 
Board of Regents," Breslow said. 

When Breslow began his tenure as chairman 
of Linweld, the company had four store locations. 
Today Linweid has 26 retail stores, including 
three in Omaha. Breslow credits much of 
Linweld’s success to well-trained employees, 
many of whom are graduates of the University of 
Nebraska from the Omaha, Lincoln and Kearney 
campuses. 

“We must do everything we can to ensure that 
Nebraska's best students stay right here in 
Nebraska,” Breslow said. “We need to provide 
these future state leaders with advanced tech- 
nology training and a world-class education.” 

Breslow and his wife Sonia, also an NU grad- 
uate, sponsor a scholarship that provides minor- 
ity students the opportunity to attend a school in 
the NU system. 

As Nebraska’s Auditor of Public Accounts, 
Breslow was responsible for auditing the univer-

Peterson Honored at UNO Ghandi | 
Luncheon; Osborne Keynote Speaker

Jo Peterson was presented with 
the School of Social Work’s third 
annual Ghandi Award at a luncheon 
on Friday. Tom Osborne gave -an 
address at the luncheon. 

Each year, the UNO School of 
Social Work recognizes an individ- 
ual or organization whose efforts 
embody the Ghandian principles of 
nonviolence, social action and 
social justice. 

“(The award was created) main- 
ly to recognize the work that is 
done to benefit the society by those 
who follow what we believe (to be) 
the values of social work, which is 
also very similar to Ghandian phi- 
losophy,” Andrews said. 

Peterson, a youth services coor- 
dinator with Region VI Mental 
Health in Omaha, recieved the 
Ghandi Award at the event. 
Peterson graduated from UNO two 
years ago. 


“| am gratified and humbled, it is 
a great honor,” Peterson said after 
receiving the award. “There is no ‘I’ 
in organizing. If | was successful at 
all, it was reaily truly. not. me, it’s 
groups of people that come togeth- 
er. Ghandi’s right, it's a ‘we.’ 

Peterson has spent her life 
using nonviolent means to promote 
social justice and social action. As 
a student at Benson High School in 
the 1960s, she protested the segre- 
gated cafeteria by eating in the 
“black" cafeteria. From 1996 to 
1999, she served as the coordina- 
tor for Nebraskans for Peace. She 
recently presented a workshop at 
the United Nations conference on 
Women for Youth. 

In her current position with 
Region VI Mental Health, Peterson 
is active as an advocate for mental- 
ly ill children and their families. 

“Jo has an exceptional and 
extensive record of promoting the 
welfare of citizens through selfless 
service to the community,” Andrews 


said. “Jo is someone ‘who really is 
involved really in social justice and 


‘social action without really trying to 


draw attention to herselt. 
Somebody who has a sustained 
interest and activity in benefiting 
the society,. social change. Sociai 
workers are sometimes: called 
change agents. That’s what we 
are.” 
Osborne's topic for his keynote 
address was the status of youth in 


_ today’s America and what his men- 


toring program has done for youth. 

’ Osborne cracked a few jokes to 
begin his speech and said he is a 
politician now. At one point 
Osborne told his audience social 
workers were overworked and 
underpald. 

He went on to tell the story of his 
grandfather’s mentor. According to 
Osborne, a minister named Currins 
mentored his grandfather down a 
successful path.

Resolutions 
e Resolution 99/00-14, which 
establishes a Student Government 


Constitutents’ Forum, was unanimously 
approved. The resolution allots the first 15 
minutes of each Student Senate meeting for 
students to voice their concerns to the sen- 
ate. 


° Resolution 99/00-13 was unani- 
mously approved, changing the status of 
the Oversight Committee from a standing 
committee to an ad-hoc commitee which 
would only be convened when the speaker 
of the senate deemed it necessary. 


e Both resolutions must now go 
before Chancellor Nancy Belck for final 
approval. 


Nominations 


. After. much debate, Freshman 
Mallory Prucha was named Chief 
Administrative Officer. She will replace 
DeAnn Hanisch, who will be stepping down 
from that position March 9. Though some 
questioned Prucha’s lack of experience, 
most of the debate centered around 
Speaker of the Senate Scott Thomas's deci- 
sion to keep the applications of the other 
applicants confidential and not subject to 
review by the senators. 


° Resignations left the chair of the 
Budget Committee open, and Ryan Grillo 
was nominated and approved for the posi- 
tion. 


° The nominations of Angelo Zieno 
to the position of Freshman Senator and 
Rob Rosen to the position of Business 
Senator were unanimously approved. 


e The nomination of Marilyn Bazer 
to the position of Director of the Network for 
disAbled Students was approved unani- 
mously. 


Removals and Resignations 


° Senator Damien Coran resigned, 
citing work conflicts. In a letter to the 
Senators and Executive Officers, he said, “I 
apologize to all of you for not taking advan- 
tage of the second chance | was given.” He 
was brought up for removal Feb. 3 because 


of attendance problems, but was not ~ 


removed after promising the senate he 
would be more attentive to his duties as 
senator. 


° Senator Cassie Oakley was 
removed from office for attendance rea- 
sons. Her own vote gave the resolution the 
two-thirds majority it needed to remove her.

A bow! of free condoms is on the table 
near the entrance. 

The center's 1,400-volume library cov- 
ers topics such as history, art, love, fem- 
inism, spirituality, family relationships 
and health, in addition to literature writ- 
ten by women. 

“Because it's locked up and hidden, a 
lot of people don’t know it exists,” 
Coleman said. 

In addition to the brochures and 
library, the WRC has a job listing book 
updated weekly and listings of volunteer 
positions in the community. It also pro- 
vides referral services for counseling, 
drug abuse, and child care among oth- 
ers. 

“We will still have all of our resources 
available, but they wili be in the back of 
the room,” Coleman said.

Guns in America. 

It is probably the hottest topic around right now, as well 
it should be. 

However, it doesn’t look like much is going to happen as 
a result of the latest string of events involving guns and 
youth. 

Probably more tragic than the Columbine shootings, not 
because of the number of deaths, but rather the age of the 

- victim and the murderer, is the shooting that took place on 
the playground at Buell Elementary School in Mount Morris 
Township, Mich. 

A first-grade boy walked up to fellow classmate Kayla 
Rolland, said something along the line of “I don’t like you,” 
and then shot and killed her with a .32 semi-automatic 
handgun, He had found the gun in the crack-house where 
he had been living in with his uncle. 

What does this say about our country, when we have 
children who barely know their ABCs and probably can’t 
spell “murderer” going out and shooting their classmates 
because they don't like them? 

Think about that for a second. A 6-year-old shot and 
killed in cold blood another 6-year-old for no reason except 
she may have made fun of him at one point in time. 

| remember when | was in first grade, kids made fun of 
everyone. | don't think any of us thought of going and grab- 
bing a gun to settle the problem. It is just a part of growing 
up. Kids tease kids, they're not supposed to kill other kids. 

Then, a couple of days later, a young teenager shot and 
killed a Kansas Sheriff's Deputy in Hiawatha, Kan. for no 
reason at all. 

Again, what kind of message does this serid about our 
country when our children are out there killing one another 
and everyone else?’ 

Of course this isn’t the first time incidents like these have 
happened. 

According to an ABC news report, in the past four years 
54 students/teachers have been injured and 39 killed by 
students with guns on 17 separate incidents, six of which 
happened on three consecutive days. 

That is 93 lives that have been changed drastically by 
gun violence in our schools. 

That doesn't include children that have played around 
with handguns at home or with a friend and accidentally got 
shot or shot someone else. That alone would well surpass 
the previous figures. 

So what is the United States government going to do 
about it? 

Well, President Clinton urged Congress to pass bills that 
would do absolutely nothing about curbing the‘gun problem 
with our children, but would make him look better in front of 
the constituents. 

And Congress, terrified of the National Rifle Association, 
won't even pass these bills because of its fear. 

People are so scared to lose their rights, they are willing 
to jeopardize the lives of their children to keep them. 

That is just sick and wrong. 

The way | see it, we as a country have two options. 

One, we can totally change our attitudes about guns by 
eliminating all guns, except for the military. 

The police have already developed weapons that elec- 
trocute criminals, but don’t kill them, as well as other 
weapons that will help apprehend the criminal with out 
causing much if any bodily harm. 

Some people argue that we should be able to have guns 
to protect us if there ever was an invasion from other coun-

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Ward Soars as Cessna 172

At first glance, Christian Ward looks 
like the clean-cut all-American type who 
belongs behind the steering shaft of an 
airplane in the wild blue yonder, and that 
is exactly where he aspires to be. 

Before becoming one of the two sen- 
ators for the College of Continuing 
Studies, Ward, a senior philosophy 
major, had completed seven and a half 
years of military experience. Ward said 
he counts UNO as his first real college 
experience. 

“This is technically my fifth university 
I've attended just being in the Air Force, 
traveling ail around,” Ward said. “i'm 
walking around, !'m actually on the cam- 
pus, people are playing Frisbee, having 
fun, going to the library and things like 
that. These are opportunities | had 
never had before in my other college 
careers,” Ward said. 

While he was taking a few summer 
classes in 1999, Ward visited the 
Student Government offices and found 
out about the opening for the College of 
Continuing Studies senate seat. He 
applied and was eventually appointed 
by Jon Shradar, former Student 
President/Regent. 

“| enjoyed the time that | spent with 
him, enjoyed the people | was working 
with, ran for re-election, and got it,” 
Ward said. “I actually got more votes 
than anyone can remember in recent 
memory. | think the guy that got the job 
before me got seven votes, ! got about 
f fo) r t y i is 
Ward, 29, is committed to the same 
issues that many of the members of 
Student Government are, such as more 
blue lights for campus security. 

“| really like this campus. You've got 
the Mavs winning, you've got 14 of the 
21 schools here ranked nationally, and 
with the construction of south campus, 
the University Village, the space dorms, 
UNO is no fonge7 the place to go when 
you can't get into UNL or you've flunked 
out of UNL because you drank too 
much,” Ward said. 

“t really think that in 10 years they 
are going to have to change the name of 
this school to Nebraska State or some- 
thing of that nature, because we're 
going to be on par with UNL,” he said. 
“Academically, ! think we have passed 
them in a lot of areas, nobody knows it 
yet.” 

Ward graduates in May and then will 
continue his Air Force career and will go

on to pilot school. He is a student pilot 
tight now and flies a Cessna 172 train- 
ing aircraft. 

“I'm actually not the only pilot on sen- 
ate either, Joel Richter has a pilot’s 
license,” Ward said. 

Ward said he plans on forging a very 
strong relationship with UNO after grad- 
uation. He points out that UNO has 
forged strong relationships with people 
in the service before. ; 

“| just got the rules committee to 
come together on the revamping of the 
athletic programming committee,” Ward 
said. “We've had a lot of problems with 
that in the past, but despite’ that | think 
it’s been a good organization and so 
we're working to change that in a fot 
more of an efficient organization and to 
meet its mission.” 

Ward also said that the Student 
Senate wants to expand the hours of the 
food court, get the radio station a broad- 
cast license and has heard a pitch from 
Health, Physical Education and 
Recreation about a new gym being built. 

When the topic turned to the presi- 
dential campaign, Ward expressed his 
opinion about Republican candidates 
John McCain and George W. Bush. 

“lm a huge McCain supporter,” Ward 
said. “Bush is too rich.” 

Ward is an active Republican and has 
kept up on the issue of fetal tissue 
research. - 

“The results of (the fetal tissue 
research issue), | genuinely feel are a 
campaign of a lack of knowledge. Fetal 
tissue research has nothing to do with 
abortion, they are two completely unre- 
lated issues,” Ward said. 

“The research that they are doing 
with that is saving lives,” he said. “| was 
reading how they were using that in 
Alzheimer’s research and debilitating 
brain injury research. People are 
assuming that because they are doing 
research with it that they are encourag- . 
ing abortion and they are not.” 

Ward is part of Airforce ROTC and 
drives a Sazuki Samurai. He is a big 
reader and calls himself a “Simpsons” 
addict. 

“If I'm on campus past 4:30, | don’t 
leave. | go up to cadet headquarters and 
| watch the ‘Simpsons'’,” Ward said. “The 
only person I’ve met who knows as 
much about the ‘Simpsons’ as | do is 
Will Marunda.” 

After he has served his time in the Air 
Force, Ward wants to be a philosophy 
professor.

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Hajj: A Religious Pilgrimage to islam’s Holy Mecca

March 15 marks the beginning of the 
Muslim pilgrimage, Hajj. This pilgrimage is 
to the holy Islamic city of Mecca in Saudi 
Arabia. Here Muslims from all around the 
world gather to pay respect to Allah, God. 

Abdul Raheem Yaseer, coordinator of 
International Exchange Programs at UNO, 
who is also an active member of the Omaha 
Muslim community and an authority on 
Islam, talked about the requirements for 
someone going to do Hajj. 

“Every Muslim, male and female, who is 
physically, financially and mentally fit is 
required to visit Mecca (the birth place of 
Islam) during Hajj season, once in a life- 
time,” Yaseer said. ; 

Over two million Muslims gather in 
Mecca for Hajj, and. this year 6,000 
American Muslims are expected to travel 
from the U.S. alone, according to the 
Council on American-Is!amic Relations. 

This pilgrimage lasts for six days during 
the Islamic lunar month Dhul-Hijjah, which 
occurs exactly two months and 10 days after 
Ramadan (the month of fasting) ends, 
Yaseer said. 

Hajj is done for the central purpose of 
giving praise to Allah, but there are also 
many other purposes. 

. “The purpose (of Hajj) is to first fulfill one 
of the commandments of Allah which is one 
of the five pillars of Islam. It is an opportuni- 
ty to increase the social and spiritual bonds 
between Muslims worldwide so Muslims 
from all corners of the world, of all races and 
colors, speaking all kinds of languages, can 
get together for a few days in Mecca and go 
through some exercises and rituals that are 
prescribed,” Yaseer said. 

The five pillars of Islam are the com- 
mandments which every Muslim is to follow 
in their life. One of these pillars is Hajj, the

athers include declaration of faith, praying 
five times a day, offering reqular charity, and 
fasting during the month of Ramadan. 

“It (Hajj) also commernorates the inci- 
dents that happened during the time of 
Prophet Abraham. Abraham was ordered by 
Allah, as a kind of test, to sacrifice his son, 
and he went ahead to fulfill the 
commandment of Allah, and 
his son agreed too. But 
then an angel was 
ordered by Allah to 
take a sheep and 
replace the son, 
and Abraham 

‘slaughtered 
the sheep 
instead of his 
son. So that’s 
when Hajjis. 
or pilgrims, go 
to Hajj,” 
Yaseer said. 

To commem- 
orate Abraham's 
readiness to sacri- 
fice his son at God's 
request, as a part of Hajj, 
Muslims slaughter a sheep, goat 
or cow. 

Yaseer said that this event takes place 
during the second Islamic celebration, Eid 
ul-Adha (Festival of Sacrifice). 

“People who don't go to Mecca celebrate 

‘this event in their own local areas by going 
to the mosque for Eid prayers, and by sacri- 
ficing an animal,” Yaseer said. “The sactri- 
ficed meat is divided into three parts — one 
portion is given to the relatives, one for the 
poor and needy, and one for family and 
friends to have for feasts.” 

Though sacrificing an animal is a major 
event of Hajj, there are also a number of 
other important events which pilgrims do in 
this six-day period while in Saudi Arabia. 
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“Hajj involves several things, one of the 
things is to circle the Ka'bah (the Islamic 
house of God),” Yaseer said. 

According to the Council on Islamic 
Education, Tawaf, which is the circling of the 
Ka’bah, is the initial event pilgrims partici- 
pate in when first coming to Mecca. The pil- 

grims circle the Ka’bah seven times 
counter-clockwise while saying 
“Labbayka Allahumma 


“Here | am at your ser- 
vice, O God, Here | 
am.” . 

The Ka'bah is a 
stone building 
originally believed 

_ to be built by 
Abraham and his 
son Ishmael. it 
symbolizes unity 
for Muslims 
because all prayers, 
wherever they are 
performed from, are 
done in ‘the direction to 
the Ka'bah. 

‘The other event done dur- 

ing Hajj, is to spend a day around a 
hill narned Mount Arafat, where almost two 
million people get together and spend the 
whole day there praying, supplicating and 
meditating,” Yaseer said. 

It was from Mount Arafat where Prophet 
Muhammad is said to have given his last 
sermon to the Muslims. 

Another important event of Hajj is the 
stoning of the three stone pillars, 

“These Jumras (pillars) represent Satan 
who wanted to misled Abraham when he 
wanted to sacrifice his son. People go and 
throw pebbles at the pillars, symbolizing the 
rejection of the Satan’s misleadings,” Yaseer 
said. 

Seven pebbles per person are thrown at 
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Labbayk,” which means 


the pillars, and this event is repeated each 
day for three days. 

“Another event is the Sa’i, (the ‘hasten- 
ing’). It is a walk between two small hills, 
named Safa and Marwah, and that is in 
commemoration of Hajar, the wife of 
Abraham, who was climbing up this hill and 
that hill seeking water for her new born child, 
Ismael,” Yaseer said. | 

According to the Council on Islamic 
Education, Muslims must walk or run seven 
times between these two smal hills. 

An important aspect of Hajj is the aimos- 
phere of unity and equality it creates with all 
Muslims regardless of their race, color, gen- 
der, and social status. This is especiaily 
shown through the clothing. 

’ “One thing that is very important is that 
during the whole period of Hajj, no matter 
where people come from they ali wear the 
same clothing, and it is called ihram. {t is 
usually a white dress which is not sewn. 
People wrap themselves in it, and every- 
body looks alike,” Yaseer said. 

Men are required to wear this clothing, 
and women usually wear simple white 
dresses and must wear a scarf covering 
their head. 

Hajj is a pilgrimage which all Muslims 
hope to attend once during their life time. 

“Every Muslim hopes to do that when the 
time is right; it depends upon the financial 
and physical condition of the person,” 


‘ Yaseer said. 


Yaseer has not done Hajj yet, but hopes 


‘to in the near future. 


“It's everybody's dream, as it is mine, to 
be able to fulfill that commandment of Allah 
and also to be able to go and visit the birth 
place of Islam, the holy places, and to go to 
Medina where Prophet Muhammad and 
other holy men are buried,” Yaseer said. 
“Insha’Allah (God willing) | intend to go there 
someday — soon.”

‘Next Best Thing’ 
Fails to Entertain

Madonna, Rupert Everett, Benjamin Bratt and new face on 
the screen, Malcolm Stumpf, are all a part of a family that 
even by today’s standards could be described as abnormal 
and even bizarre. 

A straight woman, Madonna, and a gay man, Everette, pro- 
duce a child together. 

Because Everette is gay, they decide to raise the boy, but 
not get married. Something like seven years later Bratt comes 
into Madonna's life and stirs things up. 

As enticing as the story sounds, | just can't recommend 
rushing out to the theater to see it. In the first couple scenes 
the acting by both stars comes up short. In defense of the 
movie, the audience may get used to it or it may actually get 
better as the movie goes on. 

The first part of this movie is pretty much comedy. A gay 
guy has a baby with Madonna, a yoga instructor. After Bratt 
enters the movie though, it's all over. “Next Best Thing” turns 
into a law movie about custody battles, gay rights, and people 
just getting hurt and stabbing backs. 

The movie got excruciatingly long at points. This is a major 
drawback for the movie because it's only 107 minutes long.

No Playing Games 
in ‘Reindeer Games’

Ben Affleck’s newest film comes in third on opening week- 
end with around $8 million. This guy already is beginning to 
have a cult-like fan following and it seems that he’s just get- 
ting started. 

Affleck has starred in 12 movies in the past three years and 
has three more slated for release this year alone. Not only 
does he act, he's one of those Hollywood, actors, producers, 
directors, etc. ; 

“Reindeer Games” is one of those movies that no matter 
how good you think you are at figuring out movies, if you get 
the ending right you’re just plain lucky. It is also the kind 
where if you know the ending before you see it, a good part of 
the movie is ruined. 

With “Reindeer Games” Affleck adds another great perfor- 
mance to his resume. It’s kind of hard to see him in a diehard, 
honest-to-God action movie.

Director John Frankenheimer helps out a little in this area. 
Unlike many action movies of late, there isn’t an exploding 
vehicle or AK-47 firing of every 40 seconds in “Reindeer 
Games.” There are explosions and automatic gunfire, but it’s

Consequently, Carmen quits 
school and gullibly follows a talent scout 
to L.A. in hopes of becoming a star. Can 
anyone guess what happens next?

Five Mavs finished in double figures, 
including senior Bob Wettstein’s double- 
double (14 points, 13 rebounds). 
Freshman Seth Nelson tallied 16 points, 
sophomore Corey Hahn added 15 and 
junior Patrick Voss shot down 13 points 
in the win.

UNO led throughout the affair, taking 
a 42-33 lead into the lockers and 
outscoring the home team 48-46 in the 
second half.

Scott Antoniak has been inching closer to his ultimate 
goal: a national championship. 

Last year, Antoniak placed seventh in the final Division II 
poll and was an All-American. This year Scott has a record 
of 24 wins and seven losses. _ 

Antoniak, a 184-pound redshirt junior, has been 
wrestling since he was in the seventh grade at Gross High 
School. Finishing his high school career with an incredible 
record of 101 wins and 11 losses, Antoniak and his best 
friend, Chris Blair, transfered to UNO. He also excelled in 
football and soccer at the high-school level. 

When Antoniak hits the mat, he relies on his defensive 
skill to punish his opponent. “Il like to be a defensive 
wrestler and make my move after a opponent makes a mis- 
take,” Antoniak said. 

“| am fortunate to have good balance and conditioning. | 
take extra runs and perform in extra workouts,” Antoniak 
said. “lI have to be more offensive in close matches 


though.” 

He let that offense shine this weekend, placing third in 
the North Central Conference tournament, beating South 
Dakota State’s Lance Thury 8-2 for the bronze medal. 


Preparation was the key. 

“Before a match | like to get a good sweat going,” 
Antoniak said. “I visualize my moves, and | also watch my 
teammates’ matches to keep my mind off my opponent.” 

Antoniak is not only an all-American wrestler, but is an 
Academic All-American with a 3.4 GPA. “By being an All- 
American, my responsibilities are to show good sportsman- 
ship, be a leader and be very disciplined.” 

This year Antoniak is ready to make his mark in the UNO 
record books. Against North Dakota State, the Mavs were 
down four points and Antoniak was up against NDSU’s 184 
pound national champion, Steve Saxlund. Antoniak defeat- 
ed him in overtime to lead UNO to the victory. 

“Scott is a wrestler who puts it all on the line. He gives 
everything he has,” Assistant Coach Ron Higdon said. “I 
would hate to wrestle Scott, because when the pressure is 
on, he wrestles at his best.” 

Wrestling is about discipline and hard work. “The hard- 
est thing about being a wrestler is the discipline,” Antoniak 
said.

cycles,” Osborne said. 

Osborne’s speech also included an overview of 
what an educated person should be: one who has 
symmetry in three areas of life — the spiritual, physi- 
cal and intellectual. Osborne credited the ancient 
Greeks for establishing what that symmetry should be. 

He left immediately after the speech because he 
had a meeting to attend. 

Director of the School of Social Work Sunny 
Andrews felt fortunate to have Osborne speak at the 
event. 

“(Osborne) is an exceptionally and uniquely quali- 
fied person to talk about youth issues. When | started 
reading some of his books | realized how unique he is 
to be able to speak on this topic because of the young 
people he deals with in the football program,” Andrews 
said. “Not only that, he has a ‘Teammates’ program. 
That’s a mentoring project. Mentoring of junior high 
students. | think that we are very fortunate that he 
agreed to come.”. 

A crowd of 100 attended the all-day event, that 
included two workshops geared to help social workers. 
Henry D'Souza presented a workshop titled “Non- 
Violent Strategy for Social Work Practice.” Taranjit 
Saini, an associate professor from Creighton 
University presented a workshop titled “Ghandi and 
Sathyagraha (Quest for Truth).” 

“Both (doctors) are originally from India and very 
much involved with the Ghandian principles and phi- 
losophy,” Andrews said. “This would be very beneficial 
for social workers.” :

Currently the Student 
Organization and Leadership Development 
offices are there. The proposal states that if 
possible, the same square footage will be 
given to SPO in Room 110.

The company which set up the cubicle 
arrangement will be asked to provide sug- 
gested layouts to reconfigure the space now 
designated for student organizations. 

The proposal states, “Cubicle space for 
student organizations has been greatly

Also in the reorganization proposal is a 
plan to create cross-unit teams consisting of 
representatives from all four areas that com- 
pose the division of Student Affairs: 
Multicultural Affairs, Student Development, 
the Milo Bail Student Center and Campus 
Recreation. These teams would address the 
areas of leadership, service and student 
development, which occur in many areas of 
student affairs. 

“So often in many administrative struc- 
tures, there is a push for the leader to be 
this strong person in charge and everybody 
operates in their own little silo doing their 
own thing,” Mudd said. “sometimes people 
who are working on similar kinds of pro- 
grams do not know what's going on until 
they see a flyer. We don’t want that to hap- 
pen.”

The recommended allocation for Fund B will be about $3.23 million in 2000, an 
increase of $280,000 from 1999-2000 income of about $2.95 million. The recom- 
mendations still need to be approved by the Board of Regents.
